The 
date should have been 17th, of 
November, as the day of the anni- 
versary, but it was put olT till 13th 
of December, at the desire of many 
of the deal in honor of the birth- 
day (10th) of December of the 
founder of deaf-mute education, T. 
II. Gallaudet. 

The deaf in Los Angeles are for- 
tnate to have fot their place of meet- 
ing one of the finest halls in Hie 
countiy, the new Parish Hall, whioh 
seems to have been designed by Htl> 
architect specially for the deaf, the 
platform, chairs, light, ami access 
lo the loom, being all that is requir- 
ed for a meeting place for deaf- 
mutes, and is much admired by the 
many visitors from the East who 
avail themselves of the privileges 
offered every Sunday. 

The meeting opened at 7.80 i-.m . 
with Mr. Leonard Ilodgman in the 
chair, who delivered an address of 
welcome, and then called on Mr. 
Thomas Widd, the lay reader, to 
read a letter just received from Dr 
Edward M. Gallaudet, of the college 
al Washington D. P.. sending his 
hearty greetings, and well wishes to 
ihe Mission, which was started by 
his brother, and regretting his in- 
ability lo be present. Other letters 
Were also received expressing re-let 
at the writers being unable to at- 
tend.

Rev Dr. Thomas Gallaudet, the 
father of the missions to the deaf; 
ami Dr. E I ward Gallaudet, wh< 
the president of the only college lor 
deaf mutes in the world. 

He dwell on the prog (loca- 

tion and missions in Europe and 
America, including his connection 
with the lirsl missionaries to Ihe 
deaf in London, Robert Burns and 
Rev. S Smith, ami in Canada and 
the United States with Rev. Di. T. 

Gallaudet, who suggested the mis- 
sion in Los Angeles The present

The following clipping from the 
Philadelphia Inquirer, January 
8th, is not without interest. Of 
course, the ingenious apparatus may 
only help partially deaf persons but 
even that is pleasant to know. The 
vaiious inventions to aid hearing 
show improvement upon improve- 
ment and they seem to foreshadow 
that some future generation of deaf 
may enjoy greater blessings than we 
do. That will be cause for thank- 
fulness by them as our advance 
inent in all ways now is to us. 

"Eight persons whom deafness or 
infirmity of hearing had long de- 
prived of the pleasure of hearing 
spoken words from pulpit or plat- 
form were among the happiest 
people in the huge congregation 
that attended services in the North- 
minister Presbyterian Church, 
Thirty-fifth and Baring Streets, 
last night. By means of an ap- 
paratus installed in the church and 
put in operation tor the first time 

i hey were enabled to bear 

enjoy the sermon as well as 
person iu the adiiience. 

The device, which it is said 
used for the first time in this 
last night, was installed in 
church by one of the wealthy 
members of the ciiurch who has 
had the misfortune to oe deaf for 
many years. Al the conclusion of 
t lis service he approached t he pastor, 
Dr Joseph Wilson Cochran, with 
tears in ii is eyes, and said that lor 
the first time since his boyhood be 
had enjoyed the privilege' or hear 
ini; a sermon as it was delivered 

So great had been his emotion 
when the words of the clergyman 
had come to his ears, so long closed 

to the sound of public discourse and 

worship, that lie had actually wept, 
and his wife with him in sympathy. 
The others who had profited from 
his liberality were likewise delighted 
beyond measure at what seemed to 

be almost the restoration of a lost 

sense. 

It is said to be the intention of 
the member who had the apparatus 
installed to provide for its extension 
by supplying further individual 
receivers so that ample provision 
may be made for all deaf persons 
desiring to attend theservi, 

The apparatus consists of a large 
box which is placed on the desk of 
the pastor. In the box are contain 
ed four microphones, which serve 
as transmitters and magnify ihe 

sound about one hundred times. 
Under the box is an electric baitcry. 
Wites pass from Ihe box along the 
pulpit and under the carpet to as 
many pews as desired. For each 
poison who desires to make use of 
the apparlus a little receiver is pro- 
tded which th" deaf person holds to 
>!•. In testing the apparatus 
Dr. Cochran said that standing at 
the rear of the church with the 
receiver to his ear he had distinctly 
heard a whisper pronounced by a 
person standing ten fed away from 
the box on the platform, 

A similar device is said to have 
already been used in New York, 
both in church and theatre.
